DIRECT HIT 


Three 30-ton Lancaster bomb- 
ers flew in formation over the 
field, then climbed in a “Prince 
of Wales” break. Later they 
gave an exhibition of bombing, 
resulting in narrow misses by 
two aircraft and a direct hit 
with a “stick” of bombs from 
the third. 

One of the stars of the show 
was FO Gerry Gagne, who took 
off in a CF-100 in a mock 
scramble, and concluded his ex- 
hibition with a 10-second pass 
over the field upside down. The 
aircraft can manage only 12 
seconds of inverted flight be- 
fore “conking out.” 

While a sailplane built on the 
staton soared overhead, a DC.3 
executed a mock supply drop 
seniding 10 packages earthward 
on 10 candy-striped parachutes. 

Five stars of the ground dis- 


play at the four-hour “open 
house” were aircraft from Mce- 
Chord air forcé base in Wash- 
ington, including a giant C-118 
Command transport, Navy Nep- 
tune anti-submarine bomber, 
F-86D Sabre, and a Scorpion all- 
weather fighter.
